(2) The objections and suggestions, which may be received ifrom any person with respect to 
the said draft rules before the expiry of the period so specified, will be considered by the Central 
Government; 

DRAFT RULES 

1. (1) These rules maybe called the Prevention of Food Adulteration (.Amendment) 

Rules, 2005. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their final publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Prevention ofFood Adulteration Rules, 1955, in Appendix B, in item A.33 relating to 
packaged drinking water (otiier than mineral water), for tiie first paragraph, tiie following shall be 
substituted, namely:— 

“ ‘Packaged Drinking Water’ means water derived from any source of potable water or sea 
water or underground water or surfece water which may be subjected to the treatments 
namely, decantation, filteration, combination of filteration, aerations, filteration with membrane 
filter, depth filter, cartridge filter, activated carbon fitteiation, demineralization, remineralisation 
reverse osmosis and packed. It may be disinfected to a level that will not lead to harmful 
contamination in the drinking water. It may be disinfected by means of chemical agents and/ 
or physical method of the number of micro organism to a level that does not compromise food 
safety or suitability: 

Provided that seawater, before being subjected to tiie above treatments, would be subjected 
to desalination and related processes.”
